Snyder, Okla., May 12.—Ninety-five 
persons are known to be dead, a dozen 
are missing and given up for dead and 
ISO more* are injured, seven fatally, re­ 
sultant from the tornado which tore 
through this vicinity at night. 
Gruesome and heartrending scenes 
met the eye on every side. 
Rescue 
work is proceeding as swiftly as possi­ 
ble. 
Every ablebodied man, woman 
and child is exerting every effort for 
tile care of the dead and injured. 
Aid is being sent from neigh boring 
towns. 
From 
Oklahoma City 
went 
1<*0 men to dig draves 
and seek the 
dead 
still in tho ruins 
and also 
a 
dozen undertakers 
with IOO 
coffins. 
Offers 
of financial 
assistance 
have 
come from numerous cities. 
Governor Ferguson of Oklahoma has 
issued a proclamation 
calling atten­ 
tion to the needs of the stricken town. 
To add to the general confusion and 
distress after the tornado had passed, 
fire broke out and burned up all that 
remained of the buildings on one of 
the business blocks. 
So far it has not 
been possible to find out whether or 
not any bodies were cremated, but it 
is highly possible that such is the case. 
An unidentified woman was picked 
up dead, having been pinioned to the 
ground by a scantling which entered 
her left eye and came out through the 
back of her head. 
Clarence Donovan, 
a railway engi­ 
neer. and Miss Nina Fessenden were to 
have been married at night, but had 
just postponed the nuptials until the 
following morning. Both were instant­ 
ly killed. 
Fred Crump, a boy, had started to a 
cellar when a flying timber struck him 
and severed his head from his body. 


Debris Carried Many Miles. 


Debris was carried to the northeast 
as far as Cooperton, twelve miles, and 
it is reported that there are more of 
the fragments of homes at that town 
and in that vicinity than are in the 
tornado path at Snyder. 
About seventy-five head of horses 
and cattle were killed on the townsite. 
A committee has been set to work to 
remove carcasses. 
The mayor of Snyder is having much 
trouble arranging tor the burial of the 
dead. 
The confusion is great owing to 
the fact that there remains a number 
of unidentified bodies at the morgues. 
There is much suffering, owing to lack 
of provisions and places to stay. W hat 
houses remain in the town are in bad 
condition and are unsafe for habita­ 
tion. 
Besides 
there 
is 
not 
room 
enough to care for the homeless. 
Bed­ 
ding and 
wearing apparel 
are both 
lacking and despite the effort to succor 
the unfortunates 
they are still 
in a 
pitiable condition. Many of the wound­ 
ed could 
not be eared for 
or given 
medical aid until 9 a. rn. and by that 
time their wounds 
were aggravated. 
Dr. York of Hobart, who was active in 
relieving the suffering, says that twen­ 
ty per cent of the injured will die. 
The havoc wrought by the tornado 
Is complete. 
Out of a town of 1,000 
people not more than a score of houses 
are 
intact, while 
two-thirds of 
the 
buildings are totally wrecked. 
Storm Formed Near Texas Line. 


The storm formed south of Oulstee, 
near the Texas line, and took a north­ 
easterly course through a well settled 
section. 
At 8 o’clock it was observed 
by the people of Snyder, but the usual 
funnel shaped formation was lacking, 
and though the roar was plainly heard 
for some time before the storm broke, 
many were of the opinion that it was 
a hail storm. 
Within a few minutes 
the sky became suddenly dark and a 
terrific downpour of rain began, last­ 
ing 
for 
several minutes, 
when 
it 
stopped almost as suddenly as it bad 
commenced. 
A 
few moments 
after 
this an ominous calm 
followed and 
then the tornado struck, tearing build­ 
ings to pieces 
as though they 
were 
made of paper. 
Many people 
who had thought to 
toke advantage of the 
calm to seek 
refuge in cellars were caught in the 
streets and between buildings, where 
some were lifted high in the air and 
dashed to the ground as though hurled 
from a catapult, while others 
were 
struck by flying debris and beaten al­ 
most beyond recognition. 
Those who 
remained in their houses fared no bet­ 
ter in the path of the tornado, which 
•wept 
across all 
excepting 
a few 
blocks in the southeastern corner of 
the town. 
The frame structures col­ 
lapsed like 
eggshells, burying 
occu­ 
pants under the debris, killing, crush­ 
ing and maiming. 
fix of the eight hotels were torn to 


pieces, burying many lh the wreckage. 
North 
of the railroad track, 
where 
many cottages stood, none is left and 
there the wreckage is mostly carried 
away. 
In a few moments it was all over and 
the air was filled with shrieks of in­ 
jured. mingled with cries of those who 
had escaped and 
were seeking lost 
ones. 
Within a short time messengers 
were dispatched to Mountain Park, two 
and 
a halt miles 
away, where 
the 
news was sent by telephone to Hobart. 
Physicians and nurses were called for 
end relief trains were made up at Man­ 
gum, Hobart, Chickasha and Lawton 
and hurried to the scene by the rail­ 
roads. 
Many of the ablebodied sur­ 
vivors in Snyder were working heroic­ 
ally all through the night amidst, the 
most heartrending scenes. 
A building 
was utilized for a temporary hospital 
and another used as a morgue.

Harrisburg, Pa., 
May 12.—-Twenty 
ne; on: are known 
to be dead 
and 
m ore than IOO others were injured in 
the railroad wreck and dynamite ex­ 
plosion which occurred on the P e n n ­ 
sylvania railway in the southern part. 
of this city. 
T hat not more persons 
were killed is considered rem arkable 
by the Pennsylvania officials, as a full 
boxcar of dynamite exploded directly 
at the middle 
of th e heavy 
express 
train. 
T h e 
train 
carried 
a number 
of 
prominent persons and most of thorn 
escaped 
with only 
slight 
injuries. 
Among th of e on the 
train were Mr. 
and Mrs. James R. Tindel of Pittsburg, 
the 
latter the 
d aug h ter of 
United 
States Senator Knox; Mrs. A. J. Barr, 
wife of the proprietor of the Pittsburg 
Post, and her two daughters; Victor 
J,. Crabbe, son-in-law of Robert Pit­ 
cairn 
of Pittsburg, and 
Samuel S. 
Schubert, a prominent theatrical m a n ­ 
ager of New York 
Mr. C rad le died 
In the Harrisburg hospital at noon a 
few minutes 
after his 
father-in-law 
reached 
his bedside. 
Mr. 
Schubert 
was reported to lie badly injured. 
The wrecked train was the second 
section of the Cleveland and Cincinna­ 
ti express 
leaving Philadelphia 
at 
11:05 p. rn. 
It consisted of a com bina­ 
tion baggage and smoking car, one day 
coarb and six sleepers. 
T he official v< rsion of how the wreck 
occurred is as follows: 
About 1:40 o’clock tho engine on 
an eastbound freight train was flagged 
by the crew of a shifting engine ahead 
on 
the same 
track. 
The 
engineer 
quickly put on his air brakes and the 
train, an unusually long one, came to 
a sudden halt. 
T h e strain on tho air 
valves was a severe* 
on e and 
a con­ 
necting air hose in the middle of the 
train blew out. 
T his caused the m id­ 
dle of the train to “ buckle” and the 
d amaged cars fell over on the p assen ­ 
ger tracks. 


“Side-Swiped” the Wreck. 


Just as this happened the* Cleveland 
express came thundering up and “side­ 
swiped” the wreck. 
The express was 
stopped within its own length and the 
third sleeper was opposite tho wrecked 
c ars. 
Before anyone could leave the 
passenger train, which was not badly 
damaged, a few slight explosions oc­ 
curred and then there was one gre a t 
flash and roar that 
shook the* earth. 
T h e whole 
affair occurred 
within a 
period of a few seconds. 
A scene of horror followed tin* ex­ 
plosion of the* dynamite. 
The passen­ 
ger cars and some of the freight cars 
Instantly took fire. 
As the reverberation of the terrific 
explosion died away across the S u s ­ 
quehanna river the agonizing crlos of 
th e injured could be heard. 
Men and 
women came tumbling 
and climbing 
from the car windows 
and crawled 
from under the wreckage 
No one for 
the moment seemed* to know what to 
do and many of the 
terrified passen­ 
gers ran wildly about the fields on the 
north side of the railroad or waded 
into the shallow w aters of the river on 
the south side. 
Realizing their safety 
and the danger still threatening o th ­ 
ers, the frightened passengers turned 
in and began the* rescue of the living. 
As they approached the wreck a n o th er 
explosion occurred which 
sent th em 
scurrying away. 
Fearing that the e n ­ 
tire freight train might lie loaded with 
dynamite, no one dared go near the 
wreck. 
Finally the railway men who 
knew 
the contents 
of the 
burning 
freight train led th** way and the u n in ­ 
jured passengers followed. 


Work of Rescue Slow. 


Th'* work of rescue was ut fir: 1 slow 
and ii seemed as though the flames 
would envelop the entire •express train 
before those who were pinned beneath 
tin* heavy 
wreckage could 
1^ freed. 
Everywhere there cam e cries for help 
and the frantic rescuers worked with 
willing hands. 
Scon s of those* who 
were trapped in their sleeping berths 
or pinioned under wreckage were t a k ­ 
en out and laid In the field badly hurt. 
The advance of the tire drove tin* res­ 
cuers hack us I hey were about to take 
others from the wreck and the unfortu­ 
nates, men and women, were soon en ­ 
veloped in the Dames. 
The t ides of 
tin* dying wen* heart rending, lint n o th ­ 
ing could he dom* for them. 
An alarm of fire 
was sent in, Dut 
when the firemen reached the scene 
tile flames had done t in * i r work. Tin* 
entire train was consumed by fire. 
After tin* victims iii the wrec k were 
beyond human aid, more attention was 
liaid to the injured, who presented a 
pitiable sight as they lay in the field 
or on the hanks of the river. 
With 
the firemen cann* a corps of physic Sans 
)4-rn tin city and tin* work of attend 
mg the injured began in earnest. 
As 
quickly as they were temporarily re­ 
lieved of pain from burns or other in 
Juries they were placed 
on special 
trains and trolley ( a rs and hurried to 
the hospital here. 
Several hundred 
railway laborers 
were on the spot within an hour and 
by daybreak their number had been 
Increased to l.UUU. 
It was a gruesome 


task for the railroad 
men.

whole bod> was found in the wreck.

discriminiated against. 
He said 
that badly adjusted 
railway

Ever since the days of C adm us alpha­ 
bets have been designed to convey Ideas, 
and 
those alphabets which transfer 
thought with the most quickness, clear­ 
ness and precision are the best. 
Con­ 
sidered from tiles** standpoints the Ger­ 
man alphabet is one of the worst. That 
it is a failure is shown unconsciously 
in many ways. 
Advertisers, for e x a m ­ 
ple. have no sentiment about them. 
They w a n t to reach the reader and 
reach him quickly'. 
Therefore nearly 
all the display advertisements In Ger­ 
man newspapers are printed In Latin 
characters. 
“So, too, with the commercial and 
financial pages. Stockbrokers and m e r­ 
chants have no time to w aste in de­ 
ciphering badly p a n te d G erm an text. 
Therefore the commercial page in the 
German dailies is now nearly always 
set up in Roman type. 
Circus adver­ 
tisements, theater placards an d adver­ 
tising posters generally, tin* names of 
streets on the corner signs, the letter­ 
ing on cars and omnibuses, even te m ­ 
porary signs, such as ‘No Thorough­ 
fare’ or ‘Street Closed,’ you nearly al­ 
ways see in Latin characters. 
“Another proof of the Inferiority of 
the G e rm a n text is the fact tlmt nearly 
all G erm an scientific works are printed 
in Roman. 
This has been the case for 
years, hut it has had little effect on 
the printing of hooks of a general n a ­ 
ture. 
Bismarck did much to retard this 
nee led improvement, for he clung stu b ­ 
bornly to the German text and fre­ 
quently sent hack books which were 
printed in Roman, refusing to read 
them.”—Nev.
